The original cost of the 
application was about 0 cents por 
square yard and the renewals in the 
neighborhood of 3 cents per yard annu- 
ally. It will be seen, however, that an 
expenditure of this description 
soon reach that of the additional cost 
of bituminous over ordinary macadam. 
The tar treatment can therefore hard- 
ly be looked upon as economical. 


Surface Applications Not Lasting. 
"The same statement Is true of the 


use of crude oil. Roads treated with It 
are dust less for a time, but the appli- 
cations must be continually repeated, 
and the condition of the road imme- 
diately after Is far from agreeable.

Government Economy Urged. 


The obligation on the part of those 


responsible for the expenditures made 
to carry on the government to be as 
economical as possible and to make 
the burden of taxation as light as pos- 
L-ible is plain and should be affirmed in 
every declaration of government pol- 
icy.

benefited by the industrial and intel- 
lectual progress of. the negro. The ex- 
ercise of political fraueliisr-s by those 
of Iiis race who are intelligent and 
well to do will bo acquiesced in, and 
the right to vote will be withheld oulv 
from the ignorant and irresponsible of 
both races. 


The Labcr Question. 


There is one other matter to which 1 


shall refer. 
It was made the subject 


of great controversy during the elec- 
tion and calls for at least a passing 
reference now. 
My distinguished pred- 


ecessor has given much attention to 
the cause of labor, with whose strug- 
gle for better things ho has .shown the 
slncerest sympathy. 
At his instance 


congress lias passed the bill fixing the 
liability of interstate carriers to "their 
cmployec-s for injury sustained In the 
course ol' employment, abolishing the 
rule of fellow servant and the common 
law rule as to contributory negligence 
and substituting therefor the so called 
rule of comparative negligence. It has 
also passed a law fixing the compen- 
sation of government employees for 
injuries sustained iu the employ of the 
.government through the negligence of 


I the superior. It also pnwed a model 


child labor law for the District nf Co- 
lumbia, 
lu previous admin ipiraUoii.s 


an arbitration law for iuterstoto com- 
merce railroads and their employees 
and laws for the application of safety 
devices to save the lives and limbs of 
employees of interstate railroads bad 
been passed. Additional lejislation of 
this kind was passed by the outgoing 
congress. 


I wish to say that, iu so far as I can", 


I hope 1o promote the enactment, of 
further legislation of this Character. 
I am strongly convinced that the gov- 
ernment should make itself -as respon- 
sible ro employees injured in its em- 
ploy as an interstate railway corpora- 
tion is made responsible by federal 
lavr to its employee!?, and I shall be 
glad, whenever any additional reasona- 
ble-safety device can be invented to 
reduce the loss of life and ii.-nb amo::;; 
railway employees, to urge congress 
to require Us adoption by interstate 
railways. 


Use of Injunctions Nesessary. 


Another labor question has arisen

power of the -federal courts to issiio 
injunctions in industrial disputes.

Talcn 
away from courts, if It could lie taken 
away. the pov.-jr to issue injunctions 
in labm- ui^putcs. rind it. would crcaty 
a privileged ehiss amoriz the laborers 
and save the law-ess among their num- 
ber froit: -.'. most iicc-'lful remedy avail- 
able to all men for tin,- prr.tociu.-n of 
their business against lawless invasion. 
Tie proposition dint business is not a 
property or pectininry right which can
